Nothing Lost by Waiting. 

In any event the house conferees feel there 
would be nothing lost by waiting for the 
senate to show what it intends to do. As 
yet, they say, the Hill resolution and simi- 
lar moves in the.senate are merely. menaces 
and it is well enough to wait to see if they 
become accomplished facts. 

Meanwhile the senate is quiescent, and 
is disposed to remain in a state of inactivity 
until the house shall have had ar opportu- 
mty to express itself upon the situation. 

There is undoubtedly a desire on the part 
of a large majority of the democratic sena- 
tors, practically all of them, unless it may 
be the Lou'siana senators, to have the house 
take possession of the bill. This is due 
to the general belief in the senate that the 
house will accept the senate amendments 
and that the senate bill will thus become 
a law, and to the fear that if the bill should 
again go to the senate it would be indefinite- 
ly postponed; while on the other hand it is 
believed that if the house should agree to 
the senate amendments the senate would 
acquiesce in this action and waive the tech- 
nical objections which might be raised over 
the possession of the bill. 


Hill Would Be Quiet. 


It is understood that even Senator Hill, 
notwithstanding his opposition to the bill, 


| would be dispdsed to accept the favorable ac- 


tion of the house as finai, and to permit 
the bill to go to the president without ra's- 
ing any parliamentary questions. The Hill 
resolution has had its day in court and has 
gone to the calendar and could not be taken 
up except upon a vote of the senate. It is 
also suggested that without the actual pos- 
session of the bill, a motion for indefinite 
postponement would be ont of order, and 
that the only process by which the senate 
could secure possession would be through 
& motion to reconsider its action granting 
a conference and then to ask the house 
to return the bill. There would be two diffi- 
culties in the way of the execution of this 
plan. Reconsideration could not, in view of 
the lapse of time since the granting of the 
conference, be had except by unanimous 
consent, and even with this secured and the 
request made upon the house, the return 
of the bill would depend upon the courtes

Wiil the President Interfere. 


There has been somé qu:stion as to the 
president’s wishes regarding the caucus. 
It was thought yesterday that he might use 
his influenc» with the house leaders to pre- 
vent the caucus and thus continue the con- 
test between the two houses. 

There is no good reason to believe that 
the president will attempt to intrfere. On 
the contrary, one of the most disinguished 
democrats in public lif:, a gentleman who is 
deeply interested in the house bill, saw the 
president this morning and explained to 
him at considerable l.ngth the situation as 
viewed from the house standpoint, isciden- 
tal mention was made of tomorrow’s cau- 
cus, but the president had nothing to say 
with referenc: to it. He did not appear to 
approve or condemn it, and was apparently 
as indifferent to its result as though it were 
a matter of mere legislativ. routine. 

Another subject of speculation today was 
what action the president wil! take if the 
senate bill be sent to him. Will he veto it, 
or sign it, or permit it to become a law 
without his signature? It is said by those 
who are closest to the president, both in a 
personal and political sonse, that he will ap- 
prove any bill that comes to him with the 
sanction of the house conferees, His :ap- 
provaé might take the form of permitting it 
to become a law without his signature, but 
it is not believed that he will veto it if it 
reaches him under the foregoing circum- 
stances.

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POOR LI HUNG CHANG. 


The Emperor, Not Content with Divesting 
him of His Yellow Riding Coat, 


TOOK HIS PEACOCK FEATHER ALSO. 


The Late Engagement Between the 
Japanese and Chinese, 


IN WHICH THE JAPS WERE REPULSED. 


It Is Thought the Firing on the Chinese 
Fort Was Merely to Find Out Their 
Strength and Position. 


Shanghai, August 12.—The Japanese 
squadron that attacked Wei Wai Wei Fri- 
day, consisted of twenty-six vessels. It is 
not definitely known how many of the 
fleet were men of war. The warships drew 
up in line of battle off the port and opened 
fire early Friday morning. Thére were no 
Chinese warships in the vicinity and the 
engagement was entirely between the Japa- 
nese men of war and the forts. The where- 
abouts of the Chinese fleet was unknown. 
The forts, however, were able, without 
much difficulty, to repulse the attack. 
About fifty shots were exchanged but no 
material damage was done on either side. 
The soldiers manning,the guns of the for- 
tifications showed themselves to be la- 
mentably deficient in marksmanship. Most 
all of their shots were ill-directed, the 
shells either falling short of the vessels 
aimed at or going wide of their marks. 

When the fleet withdrew it proceeded to 
Port Arthur, which place it attacked Fri- 
day evening. Little, if any, damage was 
done at this latter place. The operations 
are regarded as having been not attempts 
to capture either Wei Wai Wei or Port 
Arthur, but simply a ruse on the part of 
the Japanese commander to ascertain the 
exact position and strength of the Chinese 
guns at the two places. 

On Thursday last two small Chinese gun- 
boats were sighted going .at full speed in 
the direction of Tien-Tsin. 

Chang’s Rifle Factory Burned. 

San Francisco, August 12.—News from 
Hankow, China, is that a great calamity 
has befallen the Viceroy Chang, of Hu 
Kuang, in the total loss of the rifle factory 
which he had just completed at Han Yung. 
The viceroy had been working on this fac- 
tory for several years, and he expected it 
to demonstrate that Chinese workmen 
could turn out as good guns as foreigners. 
He algo expected to fill large orders for 
the government to supply troops for Corea, 
Just at this time some workmen who had 
been discharged, set fire to the buildings 
and they were destroyed, and all the cost- 
ly machinery ruined. The buildings would 
not have burned had the: viceroy followed 
his archite@t’s’ advice, but he ‘insisted on 
using wooden bearings and supports for 
the roof instead of tron. The flames spread 
so rapidly that nothing could be saved, 
and in four hours the great works were a 
heap of ashes. The total loss will reach 
$1,000,000. It is doubtful if the viceroy will 
be able to raise funds for rebuilding the 
works, as he met with great | opposition 
from those who hate a!l European inno- 
vations. 

Discipline of the Japanese. 

A Chemulpo correspondent gives a 
graphic account of the way over 12,000 
Japanese troops were landed at that port 
early in July within four days. The troops, 
he said, were admirably equipped and un- 
der perfect discipline. Boats from the 
cruisers in the harbor and hired transports 
landed the men, work going on by night 
under the powerful searchlights of the men 
of war. The troops brought everything 
they could possibly need, including kindling 
wood and the materials for an army tele- 
graph line. 

About half the force was pushed on to- 
ward Seoul, where it took possession of all 
the commanding positions near the capital. 
This move will cost China dear if she at- 
tempts to capture Seoul. The remaining 
troops went into camp near Chemulpo, 
which the Japanese engineers fortified in 
scientific style. All the foreigners were 
struck with the perfect discipline of the 
Japanese. 

- Took Li's Peacock Feather. 

London, August 12.—The Shanghai corre- 
spondent of the Central News has been 
able to obtain from an official Chinese 
source a full confirmation of the report that 
Li Hung Chang had been reproved and de- 
graded by the emperor for dilatoriness in 
prosecuting the war. The correspondent 
says: “ 

“The emperor expressed his displeasure at 
the backward disposition of the soldiers, 
censured Li Hung Chang for remissness, 
and in a secret decree deprived him of the 
yellow coat and the peacock feather and 
reduced him in rank three degrees. 

‘Nevertheless Li Hung Chang retains of- 
fice, and, inasmuch as he has been given 
entire charge of the naval and military 
forces, enjoys all the privileges of victory.” 

The correspondent says the incident is 
entirely comprehensible to anybody con- 
versant with Chinese customs. 

In British naval circles the Japanese at- 
tacks upon Wei-hai-Wei and Port Arthur 
are regarded as daring to rashness and the 
pluck of the Japanese is praised unstinting- 
ly. The attacks are compared to a suppo- 
sitious attack by the British upon Toulon. 

Wei-hai-Wei and Port Arthur have ex- 
ceedingly strong defense. Moreover, ac- 
cording to the testimony of Captain Lang 
and others conversant with the facts, -the 
Chinese are expert torpedoists and gunners. 
It is assumed that the Japanese attack is 
part of a scheme tto keep the Chinese fleet 
in the gulf of Pe-chi-Li, while Japan 
pours troops into Corea. 

Only Twenty-Five Shots. 

London, August 13.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Shanghai says that the Chinese 
official report of the cngagement et Wei 
Wai Wei states that only twenty-tive shots 
were exchanged between the Japanese war- 
ships and the forts. The report adds that 
one of the ships was hit three times and an- 
other once. Tho fire of the warships.did no 
damage to the forts. vee

Bad Wreck on the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe. 

Kansas City, Mo., August 12.—A disastrous 
headend collision occurred on the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad be- 
tween Hurdland and Gibbs, Mo., at 3:30 
p’clock this morning between express train 
Né, 5, westbound, and express No, 4, east- 
bound, resulting in two trainmen being 
killed and several passengers injured and 
the engines and combination express and 
baggage cars comple:ely demolished. 

According to orders the trains were to 
have met at Gibbs, and it is alleged that 
No. 4 violated orders. The trains met on 
a slight curve and came together with 
terriffic force. Both engineers applied the 
air brakes and reversed their engines. As

HALLS CLOSED AGAINST THE SOCIALISTS 


But the Drinking of Imported Beer 
Still Goes On. 


WORKMEN IGNORE THE BOYCOTT 


Because When They Are Thirsty They 
Drink atthe Nearest Saloon Rather Titan 
Walk forthe Unboycotted Beer. 


Berlin, August 12.—The struggle between 
the socialist boycotters and the ring brew- 
ers does not grow less. Although both: par- 
ties have suffered enough to welcome the 
end, neither one thinks of yielding a point. 
The Vorwaerits, which leads the fight for 
the socialists, with daily colunmns of exhor- 
tation of friends and denunciation of en- 
emies, says that the list of boycotted 
houses carries now some 2,000 names. Many 
of these houses, however, are the smallest 
back-yard saloons, whose business inter- 
est are hardly worth consideration. The big 
Berlin saloon Keepers still refuse to let the 
boycotters use their assembly halls. The loss 
to the landlords on this account is heavy, 
although part of it is covered with sub- 
sidies from the landlords’ association, 

The lack of proper rooms for their anti- 
ring rallies has caused the socialists much 
inconvenience and undoubtedly has kept 
their plan of campaign within reasonable 
bounds. They threaten the hall owners 
with severe penalties as soon as the main 
struggle with the brewers shall cease. Many 
fjowners afre receiving menacing letters 
warning them that they will be forced out 
of business if they do not come over to 
the social democracy side. 

The importation of Bavarian beer increases 
steadily. It is felt keenly by the north 
German brewers, especially those in Ber- 
lin, Early in the week the associated 
brewers of this district sent a circular 
letter to the great brewing companies of 
Munich, Nuremberg and Erlangen, appeal- 
ing to them ~ not respond to the orders 
which were sent south, and promising sup 
port in case the refusal of such orders 
should involve the southern producers in 
the boycott. The southern Germans, how- 
ever, ignored the letter. The northern 
brewers feel very sore on this point and 
accuse their southern colleagues of willing- 
ness to bolster the social democracy. 

The social democrats also feel that they 
have been wounded in the house of their 
‘friends. The number of workingmen ig- 
noring the boycott increases daily. Many of 
the men find it irksome and sometimes im- 
possible to make journeys from their work 
to some remote saloon which sells unboy- 
cotted beer. Rather than go this distance 
they drink at the nearest saloon, regardless 
of the social democracy ban. The leaders 
recognize the difficulty of dealing with such 
desertions. Temporary expulsion from the. 
party has been recommended as the only 
practicable penalty and has been tried in 
a few instances, but it has failed to inspire 
terror in the ranks. Unless some more ef- 
fective means be found the socialists’ 
chance of victory will grow less the longer 
the boycott lasts. There is, in fact, a rumor 
that the interdicts against several brewe- 
ries will be withdrawn this month, but the 
socialists say that the brewers are responsi- 
ble for it. 

The social democrats commemorated dur- 
ing the week the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the founding of their party’ In com- 
menting on the central committee’s claim 
of two millicn social democratic voters 
in Germany The Vorwaerts says: 

“The rapidity of the social democracy’s 
growth is unexampled in the history of 
parties. The social democracy’s develop- 
ment forms the chief factor of this coun- 
try’s civilization.”’ 

Went Against the Parson. 

Theodore Waechter, the parson who for- 
sook his calling to devote his energies 
to the spreading of socialism, has got into 
troubie with the social democratic lead- 
ers and has been set out in the cold by 
them. He wished to combine socialism and 
Christianity in his teachings and the mix- 
ture excited the disgust of the infidels who 
control the party organization. He has 
gone to Dortmund to found a party of his 
own. He will call his followers Christian 
socialists. He hopes that the regular lead- 
ers will repent and let him ‘celebrate his 
social theories at the Frankfort national 
congress, but he is likely to be disappointed. 

The new clerical party in Wurtembure 
have published a manifesto which has 
caused a pnolitical stir throughout the 
empire. Their chief demands are the preser- 
vation of the empire, the safeguarding of 
Wurtemburg’s individual rights, the re- 
sponsibility of the chancellor to the feder- 
al council, the promotion of Christian so- 
cial reform, the improvement of the work- 
ingmen’s lot and last, but far from least, 
priestly supervision of all the public ele- 
mentary schools.

WILL TURN THEM OUT. 


Pullman to Put the Strikers Out ef 
His Houses in Pullman. 

Chicago, August 12.—Mr. Pullman has 
decided to turn his striking tenants into 
the streets. He made up his mind yes- 
terday to evict them from their homes early 
The excuse given for turning 
the strikers out of their homes is that the 
houses are needed by new workmen, wno 
have taken the places of the strikers. There 
are now nearly 400 vacant houses of various 
kinds in Pullman, as many, perhaps, as 
will be needed by the new men for some 
weeks. Should the company carry out its 
programme in this regard—and there is lit- 
tle doubt that every striker who does not 
go to work will be put out—the town of 
Pullman would be almost wholly depopy- 
lated. It would be, say those who have 
watched the course of this whole trouble, 
the most cruel eviction this country has 
ever seen, if not one of the most heartless 
recorded in history. 

It seems Inevitable that no less than 5,000 
men, women and children will be turned 
into the streets. About 1,500 strikers are 
tenants of the Pullman company, most of 
them men with large families. Few. if 
any, of them have paid a dollar of rent 
since the strike has been declared. Most 
of them are at the point of starvation and 
SO poor they could not pay an expressman 
to haul their goods out of the town. 

The situation at Pullman has kept on 
getting worse for the strikers who stil} 
hold out. Nearly 1,000 new men were em- 
ployed from down town and 150 additional 
men are engaged to report for work tomor- 
row morning. The company will then have 
1,700 men at work, or within about 300 of 
the number it expects to wurk this winter. 
The greater number of them are new- 
comers.

‘THE CINIZENS RISE UP AGAINST THEM. 


wWBoodle Councilmen Assessed the 
Courtbouse Contractors. 


FORTY-TWO OF . THEM 


Revolution Is Imminent in the Crescent 
City-The People Are Wrought Up 
to a High Pitch. 


New Orleans, August 12.—(Special.)—A 
most exciting struggle for municipal re- 
form, and one that promises to produce 
important results, not only of local but of 
general interest, is now under way in New 
vrieans, It is a citizens’ movement, di- 


rected against the city government, from > 


the mayor down, and the outlook is that it 
will result in the complete overthrow of 
the city government. The question just at 
present is: What will be the situation if a 
majority of the council and city officials 
are impeached and removed from office, or 
convicted and sent to the penitentiary? 
The city charter does not seem to have 
provided for a contingency of this kind. 

The present movement against the city 
udministration is the result of one of those 
sudden popular uprisings and outbursts so 
common in American cities. The council- 
men and the municipal officers were elect- 
ed in April, 1892, for four years, and man- 
@ged to get along fairly well, and with 
not much suspicion of their honesty until 
June, when a mistake was made which 
fired the people, almost started a revolu- 
tion, and now threatens the overthrow of 
the government. 

Gave Away a Franchise. 


The council gave away a valuable fran- 
chise, worth several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, to the Illinois Central railroad, by 
which it was authorized to construct a belt 
railroad through some of the leading resi- 
dence streets of the city. The storm then 
burst, which has been raging ever since. 
A mass meeting was called of citizens to 
protest against the railroad grant. It 
was an exciting meeting, and there were 
many who wanted to “march” at once upon 
the city hall; but better counsel prevailed, 
and it was resolved to give the council a 
week to repeal the ordinance. The meeting 
adjourned to reassemble in Lafayette 
square, immediately opposite the city hall, 
on the night the council met. A committee 
was then to wait on that body and de- 
mand—not request—a repeal,and report back 
to the mass meeting. The situation was 
very threatening for a while for the coun- 
cilmen declared that they would never 
yield. On the momentous night, however, 
they seemed to realize the situation, and the 
objectionable grant was at once repealed, 
“to avoid trouble.”’ The place of the citi- 
zens’ mass meeting had been changed from 
Lafayette square, a block away, in the 
Washington Artillery hall, a still more 
numerous rally. The news of the council's 
surrender was greeted with cheers, and the 
citizens, numbering many thousands, march- 
ed by the city hall and through the princi- 
pal streets, celebrating their victory. 

Few persons realized even then that it 
Was a revolution, the beginning of a new 
political organization. The council had 
hoped that its surrender would quiet mat- 
ters, but it did not. A Citizens’ Protective 
Association was organized, which soon 
found branches in every ward, and grew 
Steadily in strength, and an investigation 
or rather two investigations were begun 
of the acts of the council—one by the grand 
jury for the state, the other by the Citizens’ 
Protective Association, for the people. 


A Bribe Taking Set. 


The investigations disclosed an amount of 
corruption, blackmail, bribery and general 
rottenness that no one had imagined. The 
councilmen had fleeced every one who had 
gone before them. No one could. get a 
permit or privilege without paying for it, 
and apparently no bribe was too smail to 
take. One councilman. was indicted for 
Selling himself for $50. Most of the bribes 
were small, but they were so numerous aa 
to make up an immense sum in the aggre- 
gate. 

The worst frauds disclosed were in regard 
to the new courthouse, which has just been 
completed, but not yet occupied. The build- 
ing cost $360,000, but is far from satisfac- 
tory—even the :contractors admit. They. 
the contractors, found themselves harassed 
by ‘the ‘“‘boodle’’ councilmen and _ unable 
to get a cent from the city unless they 
used bribes. Many of the contracts were 
taken from them, and divided among the 
councilmen themselves, their friends and 
relatives, at prices three times that the 
work was worth. 

The grand jury has been engaged for a 
month past investigating these frauds, and 
announces that it will present a special 
report, showing how general and wide- 
spread the corruption has been, and exactly 
how the bribe takers and blackmailers 
worked. It is roughly calculated that $259,- 
000. wag stolen or taken in the way of 
bribes and contracts by the councilmen, 
many of whom, although poor when they 
went into office have become suddenly rich. 

Forty-Two Officials Indicted. 


There have so far been forty-two Iindict- 
ments against city officials, including the 
city engineer, who has supervision of all 
public works; the president of the council 
and acting mayor, and eight out of thirty 
councilmen, including ¢hree of the “Big 
Four’—a ring within the council, which, 
more or less, controlled legislation. One of 
the “Big Four,” Thriffeley by name, re- 
eigned from the council a few days ago, 
“under pressure,’’ in order to escape the 
annoyance and discredit which his member- 
ship in that body caused him, but the grand 
jury showed him no mercy, and indicted 
him after resignation. The president of 
the council, under indictment, Irwin Jame- 
sen, is a young man, of one of the best 
families here, standing high socially; is a 
member of the leading clubs; and, commer- 
cially, is a promising young merchant. He 
is one of the two silk ‘stockings in the city 
administration, and refused to have any- 
thing to do with the bribery or other dirty 
work that has been done; but unfortunately 
his sympathy was aroused for his brother 
councilmen, and he is charged with havy- 
ing given $1,000 to.an important witness 
from Texas to skip off and not appear be- 
fore the grand jury. 

An Impeachment Fund. 


The work of the grand jury, however, its 
only half the attack on the city government. 
The constitution of Louisiana permits the 
impeachment of any public. official on the 
petition of twenty-five citizens, who, how- 
ever, become responsible for the costs of the 
impeachment proceedings. The Citizens’

BICYCLE RELAY RACE.

Arrival of the Message Sent from 
Washington to Denver. : 

Denver, Col., August 12.—The last one 
hundred miles of the great relay bicycle 
race was covered under the most favorable 
circumstances, a clear sky, little or no 
wind and a smooth, hard road that was an 
inspiration to the flying wheelman, who 
forged ahead at a gait that would have 
done credit to a locomotive. The sand storm 
which the Nebraska riders ran into last 
night was a most unfortunate occurrence. 
It delayed the race several hours and pre- 
vented its being completed in six days, as 
was anticipated yesterday when the news 
that such excellent time was being made 
in eastern Nebraska was received’ here. 
But west of Julesburg this morning the sun 
found the president’s message moving 
steadily westward sixteen miles per hour. 
The couriers arrived at Cheyenne at 3:39 
o’clock p. m., where the best riders of 
that city received it without a second’s 
delay and were off for the south like the 
wind. The road from there to Greeley is 


smooth and hard, with occasional hills or. 


slight rises, giving the men a chance for 
an occasional ‘‘coast.’’ 

The Cheyenne boys were greeted a few 
miles north of Greeley by an escort of local 
wheelmen, who set a killing pace on to- 
wards their city, arriving there at 7:17 
o’clock p. m. The pouch was transferred 
to the Denver boys with the same celerity 
with which it has been changing hands 
ever since Monday noon, and the remain- 
ing fifty-two miles of the course was cov- 
ered without incident. The message was 
delivered to the governor at 10:40 o'clock. 

The relay race of the League of Amatgur 
Wheelmen was finished tonight at 10:37 
o’clock—six days, two hours and seventeen 
minutes from Washington. 

The signal rocket at Sand Creek, five and 
three-fourth miles distant, went up at 10:24 
o’clock, and the cheering of the waiting 
crowds that lined the streets soon heralded 
the oncoming of the wheelman. The riders 
on the last section—George L. McCarthy 
and George M. Hart—came in on Arapahoe 
street to the corner of Sixteenth and from 
there up Sixteenth to the county courthouse, 
where an immense throng had been patient- 
ly waiting since 5 o’clock. 

The governor received the pouch and took 
from it the messages, reading the one to 
himself and his telegraphic reply, and hand- 
ed a message to General McCook and one ta 
Mr. Black, who had charge of the race, 
from Washington, from Representative 
Springer. 

The governor then said: 

‘Mr. George McCarthy, as the governor of 
Colorado, I desire to thank you for the 
delivery of th's autograph letter which was 
placed in the hands of the urst relay wheel- 
man at Washington, August 6th, at 12 
o’clock noon. by the private secretary of the 
president of the United States. In future 
years it will be a matter of pride to you and 
your fellow bicyclists *that you had a part 
in this grand achievement, and in helping 
to make this wonderful record of the skill 
and speed of the American wheelmen.”’ 
(Applause.) 

Turning to Mr. A. D. Black, of Jackson- 
ville, lll., of the League of American Wheel- 
men, the governor said: 

“It is my pleasant duty to congratulate 
you, Mr.’ Black, as the-manager and pro- 
moter of this great enterprise upon its 
auspicious termination. You have aroused 
a new interest in that beneficent invention— 
the wheel—which has already produced so 
extraordinary a change in locomotion. The 
fact is, the wheel is the greatest invention 
of modern times (applause), wheels in the 
head always excepted.’ (Laughter.) 

General Cook then read his reply to Gen- 
eral Greelcy, after which the crowd slowly 
dispersed. 


THOSE STOLEN BALLOTS. 


An Erroneous Impression Regarding 
Them Corrected. 

Lumpkin, Ga., August 12.—(Special.)—It 
is generally known all over the county that 
the ballots of several precincts in the coun- 
ty, part of the vote in the county on the 
local option question on March Ist, were 
missing this week from the book in which 
all the ballots were kept. That they were 
stolen for a purpose is very evident. Sev- 
eral of the daily papers in the state have 
published reports of the same from corre- 
spondents, in which it is stated that they 
were stolen from the ordinary’s office. This 
is erroneous, because Judge Fort is too 
careful a man for such a thing to have 
happened.

Owing to the daily increasing use of 
electricity and eventually its universal adup- 
tation to most 6f our wants, it is very es- 
sential that we familiarize ourselves with 
its dangers and know what to do in cases 
of injury. 

The following sensible advice, clipped 
from The Boston Herald, will be found 
valuable to remember: 

' “An articlé in a French electrical jour- 
nal of a recent date calls attention to the 
importance of instructing persons not only 
how to treat those injured by an electric 
shock, but more particularly how to re- 
move such victims from the circuits when 
such circuits are still alive. Cases are 
cited in which a second death was caused, 
or nearly caused, by the prevailing ignor- 
ance as to how such victims should be 
handled. The danger of touching the body, 
except through: the medium of some in- 
eulating material is pointed out, and the 
Suggestion is made of first taking off some 
of one’s own clothes, and wrapping them 
arcund the hands, or of making a bundle of 
clothes and forcing them between the vic- 
time and his connection with the eartb.”’

frcm the main publication office. The pub- 
lic interest in the chances of Lord Rose- 
bery’s’ colt in the race was so universal 
that all London was on the tiptoe of expec- 
tation to learn the result, and the plan 
adopted by The Pall Mall Gazette to peat 
its rivals in spreading the news was a clever 
cne. An hour or more before the time set 
for the race thousands of copies of the pa- 
per were sent to nearly a scure of distribut- 
ing points about London, all of which were 


ecnnected with the main office by private ‘ 


telegraph wire. A blank space several 
inckes long was left on the front page 
of each copy, headed in heavy type tne 
result of the derby. At each of the ais- 
tributing points several men had rubber 
stamps and sets of rubber type set up in 
the names of the seven horses in the race 
so that the instant the news reached them, 
which it did simultaneously, the names of 
Ladas, Matchbox and Reminder were plac- 
ed in the stamps with the figures 1, 2 and 3 
after them respectively, and the news was 
stamped on the papers as fast as the prac- 
ticed hands could do it. In this way a 
large part of outlaying London was sup- 
plied with the news from thirty minutes 
to an hour before the other evening papers 
arrived. :

coin, may be discharged by any money 
which is by law a legal tender for the 
payment of debts. 

The importance of this measure can 
hardly be overestimated, for it goes to 
the very root of the sovereignty of the 
government—its power to create money 
and to regulate the value thereof. Sev- 
eral months ago The Constitution, In a 
desultory discussion with The New 
York Journal of Commerce, in regard 
to the validity of gold contracts, touched 
upon the issue presented by Mr. Lane's 
bill, and pointed out that if the supreme 
court, or any other court, had decided 
that gold contracts entered into by in- 
dividuals were valid, as against the 
tender of any other form of currency 
created by the government, then the 
essence of the decision was that the 
United States government has no 
power or authority to declare that any 
form of money, gold, silver or paper, 
should be a legal tender. 

We remember that The Journal of 
Commerce found one decision where 
the validity of a gold contract had- been 
affirmed, and The Constitution put for- 
ward another which seemed to show 
that it had been denied; but our esteem- 
ed contemporary, which was then 
edited by the most capable and ex- 
perienced financial writer in the coun- 
try, found it convenient not to go into 
a discussion of the principle at issue, 
and so the subject was dropped. 

Rhodes’s Journal of Banking revives 
the matter by referring to Mr. Lane’s 
measure, declaring that it, raises “a 
very serious question, and. one that de- 
serves to be carefully considered before 
any judgment is passed upon it.” So 
The Constitution thinks, and yet it not 
only affects the credit of the govern- 
ment, but its power and authority to 
create money and invest it with the 
legal tender function that is inseparable 
from this creation of government. 

This question has arisen in France, 
where the currency is on a bimetallic 
basis, and the courts there have held 
that private pafties cannot, in their con- 
tracts, discriminate between the notes 
of the Bank of France, (which are by 
law a legal tender) and coined money. 
The decisions reach farther than private 
contracts, however, They assert the 
right of the government to create a 
legal tender, and they deny the right of 
individuals to obstruct or abolish this 
right. 

In this country the whole question is 
in a state of confusion. Some of the 
courts hold that gold contracts are 
valid, while others hold that they can 
be satisfied with any form of legal ten- 
der authorized by the government. Com- 
mon sense would seem to suggest that 
a private contract entered into with the 
design of abrogating the power of the 
government to issne legal tender money, 
is not a private contract at all, but a 
sort of mild conspiracy against the gov- 
ernment itself. Under these circum- 
stances the court that holds such a con- 
tract to be inviolable declares, in effect, 
that the authority of the government 
may be abrogated by private contract. 

The party who insists on a gold con- 
tract, as against all other forms of mon- 


ey, thereby discredits other money and | 


abolishes the power of the government 
to make coin or paper notes legal ten- 
der. The question goes very deep, and 
some of our legal tender money is al- 
ready discredited by a concession to the 
right of private individuals to invalidate 
the power of the gevernment to create 
legal tender. : 
. By some means or other—through the 
easy virtue or the thick-headedness of 
the law-making power, the right to 
abrogate the law by means of private 
contracts has actually been conferred 
on individuals, 

Our silver dollars are “a legal tender 
for all debts and dues, public and pri- 
vate, except where otherwise expressly 
stipulated in the contract,” and the 
same clause applies to the notes issued 
on these coins. In other words, silver 
is a legal tender if private parties 
choose to regard it as such. Otherwise. 
only gold is legal tender, ‘4 

Mr. Lane's bill should be amended so 
as to make silver and silver notes, and 
all our forms of money a full legal ten- 
der in the settlement of all debts, pub- 
lic and private. Or it should be so 
framed as to leave no doubt of its pur- 
pose to repeal the so-called legal tender 
clause in the Bland-Allison and Sher-

The Georgia farmer has been practic- 
ing economy during the hard times; he 
is not as heavily in debt as heretofore, 
and the close of the crop season finds 
him in comparatively easy  circum- 
stances, with the promise of well-filled 
barns and the prospect of independence 
in the coming year. 

The majority of the men who till the 
soil laid their plans well at the begin- 
ning of the season; they planted more 
corn; they gave more attention to stock 
raising; they lived hard and ‘worked 
hard; they saved where once they had 
squandered, and it goes without saying 
that they will reap a rich reward from 
their honest tofl and self-sacrifice. 

Not so much money is going out of 
their pockets new to the north and west 
for articles that they can produce at 
home; they are cutting down expenses; 
they are economizing in little things— 
utilizing their timber and their soil for 
all they are worth. 

At last they have struck the keynote 
to the situation; they are following the 
right lines, and what is benefiting them 
is adding, also, to the welfare of the 
state. They are alive to their individual 
interests, and they are making a recard 
which is worthy of wide emulation. As 
the farmers prorper, the state prospers; 
what affects them, is felt by all. Let 
them continue as they have begun, and 
they will do good to themselves and 
good to Georgia.

DETAIL FROM THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


‘Chief Conmnolly’s Handsome Setbute-Gome 


of the Incidents in the Dead Cap- 
tain’s Bventful Li « 


services. of Captain E, F. 
Couch were held yesterday afternoon at 
the Central Baptist church. 

Dr. Gwin, the pastor, preached the 
funeral sermon, The remains of Captain 
Couch were taken in charge soon after his 
death by a special detail from the police 
department, under orders of Chief Con- 
nolly. 

A squad of ten men from each of the 
watches in the department was detailed by 
the chief and attended the services, after- 
wards going as a special escort to the 
cemetery. The floral tributes sent by 
friends were numerous. Chief Connolly 
sent a beautiful pillow of flowers on which 
were the words, “My Friend,”’ made with 
flowers of blue, 

Sergeant White, Detectives Bedford and 
Looney and Mr, J, C, Carlisle, of the police 
department, acted as pallbearers, 

The death of Captain Couch has brought 
to mind many adventures that he had 
while conected with the police department, 
and his deeds of bravery, his untiring en- 
ergy and fidelity to duty are subjects of 
general discussion*among those who knew 
him. 

“He was the best man I ever saw when 
you needed help badiy,’’ said Chief Con- 
nolly last night. ‘“‘He was a man who was 
afraid of nothing and refused to know any- 
thing but his duty. Il remember only a 
few years ago that I saw him do what 
very few men would have done. For cour- 
age and coolness in a tight place it was 
remarkable, 

“There had been a robbery at the Ballard 
house, which was at that time a school 
for young ladies. A negro, Charley John- 
son, who was a well known and desperate 
character, had been arrested for the crime. 
Captain Couch and myself took him to the 
house to have him. identified. He took 
the prisoner into the house through a 
side entrance while I went in at the front. 

“The negro man proved to be the bur- 
glar and we started to take him back to 
the police station. We left the building as 
we had entered it, and just as I reached the 
front of the house I heard the ladies 
screaming. I ran around to the side en- 
trance and found the negro on top of Cap- 
tain Couch making a desperate effort to kill 
him. 

“The negro had jumped off of a porch fif- 
teen feet from the ground. Captain Couch, 
who was holding him by a pair of hand- 
euffs, would not release his hold and was 
actually pulled over by the_ superior 
strength of the man. His pistol fell from 
his pocket and the negro was attempting 
to reach it when I got to them. 

“TI was obliged to knock the negro in the 
head twice before he was subdued. Through 
all the struggles of that desperado, for he 
was one, Captain Couch had held to the 
handcuffs. His death might have resulted 
from it, but he would not let his prisoner 
escape. , 

“The negro was one of the most despe- 
rate men I ever saw, and was convicted 
and sent to the penitentiary for ten years. 
He escaped, but was captured and is now 
serving his sentence.’’ 

A Guard of Honor. 
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No man connected with the police depart- 
ment was held in higher esteem by his 
brother officers than was Captain Couch, 
and as soon as his death was heard of by 
Chief Connolly he issued the following: 

“Atlanta, Ga., August 11.—Special Order: 
As a mark of respect to the memory. of 
Captain E. F. Couch, who for a number of 
years was connected with the police de- 
partment, the captains are ordered to de- 
tail ten men from each watch to attend his 
funeral tomorrow. ,They will assemble at 
police headquarters and attend in a body. 

“A. B. CONNOLLY, Chief of Police.’’ 

The men detailed were Patrolmen Philips, 
Chandler, Steerman, Burks, Duke, J. B. 
Harris, Eddleman and Coke from 
the day watch. The detail from the even- 
ing watch was: Sergeants Jennings and 
Osborn and Patrolmen W. F. Whitley, Ker- 
tin, Kitchens, Lynan, Verner, Branan, J. 
C. Hudson and Mercer. From the night 
watch the detail was: Sergeants Brenning 
and Poole and Patrolmen Daniels,’ Cougler, 
Stroup, Christophine, J. C. Wilson, Good- 
son, Cornet and B. T. Wilson.

But not so; there were musicians em- 
ployed at the theater, and the combination 
of an impresario and a musician .¢vld not 
fail to result in a law suit, as the following 
narrative will show. 

Shortly before the hour of 12 Saturday 
night, Justice Perkerson was rudely 
awakened from his pleasant slumbers by 

violent ringing of the bell on the front 

or at his residence on West Baker street. 

Judge Perkerson’s nocturnal visitor vas 
Harry Levy, and his home is in Quincy, 
hee He had been employed at the 
Edgewood Avenue theater for the past ten 
weeks as a musician, and in that capacity 
he presided with great ability over the 
double drums, the triangle, the xylophone, 
symphony, sundry tin cans and bottles, and 
last but not least he very patiently acted as 
a butt for numerous ancient jokes which 
the comedians and comediennes flied at 
him. And he survived it all. ; 

This up-to-date young man’s visit to Judge 
Perkerson was of a legal nature. He wish- 
ed to take out an attachment for a trunk 
or any other property that could be found 
belonging to Herr Max Hersfeid, the musi- 
cal director, and, it is said, a part owner 
of the opera company which has just cicsed 
its season at the Edgewood Avenue theater. 

According to the story Mr. Levy told 
Judge Perkerson, he was engaged by Herr 
Hersfeld to play in the orchestra‘ ia con- 
sideration of a salary of $25 per week. In 
addition to this weekly stipend, Mr. levy, 
so he says, was to have his fare pack to 
New York paid by Herr Hersfeld at the 
close of the season, 

Mr. Levy said he had received his salary 
regularly, but when the final settlem:2nt was 
made between him and Herr Hersfeid on 


Saturday night the latter had tefused 
to pay his fare back to New 
York, as per contract; hence 


the application for the issuance of an at- 
tachment. 

Judge Perkerson supplied Mr. Levy with 
the necessary document, and the young man 
then sought constable G. W. Patterson at 
his home on Simpson street. 

Accompanied by Mr. Patterson, the musi- 
cian went to the Aragon hotel at which 
Herr Hersfeld has been boarding. The 
visit to the Aragon was fruitless as the 
constable could neither find Herr Hersfeld 
nor his trunk as the latter had been sent 
to the baggage room at the union depot. 
There Mr. Levy and the officer went, again 
to be disappointed. Herr Hersfeld shipped 
his trunk to Jug Tavern, on the Seaboard 
Air-Line railroad. Constable Patterson and 
Mr. Levy then retired for the night. Bright 
and early yesterday morning they were on 
hand at the Aragon looking for Herr Hers- 
feld. They found him and he did not deny 
owing Mr. Levy the amount of a fare back 
to New York, so that gentleman claims, 
but said he had no money with which to pay 
it, adding, however, that he would pay it 
as soon as he was able. He then took the 
’bus for the depot, to leave via the Seaboard 
Air-Line for New York at noon.

Cotton Growers Advised to Use No 
More Sugar Sacks on Cotton. 


A matter that vitally concerns the far- 
mers of the south is referred to in a circu- 
lar which is being sent out by numerous 
cotton manufacturing tompanies of the 
New England states. 

These manufacturers claim that it has 
been a custom prevailing to too great a de- 
gree for farmers to wrap cotton in discard- 
ed sugar sacks. They claim that this in- 
jures the staple to considerable extent, and 
they urge farmers to discontinue the prac- 


tice,

ceived in Atlanta, and are as follows: 
‘‘Boston, August 1.—President of the New 
York COdtton Exchange. Dear Sir: We. 
treasurers of cotton manufacturing compa- 
nies in New England, hereby enter our pro- 
test against the use of sugar sacks i@ the 
covering of cotton bales in the states grow- 
ing cotton, for the reason that, being closer 
than the ordinary jute bagging, it takes 
water quianes. absorbs more, retains it Ion- 
ger and stains and damages the cotton im- 
mediately next the covering much more 
than the jute. Any extra loss to the mills 
from such covering would cause us to re- 
ject any cotton thus covered.”

ments here and there along the line. 

Colonel W. A. Wimbish, who has lately 
eucceeded Hon. W. A. Little as special 
attorney for the state in this work, is at 
present engaged in looking into some very 
interesting litigatiofi that is pending in 
the courts of the counties, along the route 
of the Western and Atlantic. 

Mr. Wimbish lately filed a very interest- 
ing report with the governor reviewing 
the field work he has been doing since he 
took charge of the office. Much of the re- 
port has already been given in The Consti- 
tution, from which it’ was to be seen that 
the work of the office is vastly increasing 
as the days come and go. 

It is nothing short of amazing to ob- 
serve how many encroachments have been 
made upon the right of way of the state’s 
road. Not only do these show up with 
respect to competing corporations, but it is 
found‘ all along the line that individuals 
have encroached upon the state’s prop- 
erty, and in many of the ‘towns and sta- 
tions between Atlanta and Chattanooga 
men have been living on land that didn’t 
belong to them for twenty-five years. 

In many instances Mr. Wimbish has been 
able to get damages from the individuals 


without a law suit, the justice of the 
gtate’s claim being so forcefully and right- 
eously upheld and set forth. 

In many cases, however, there are strong 
contentions set up and the outcome will 
be several important law suits. 

Something of the Work. 

In submitting a recent review of the 
work to the governor Mr. Wimbish has 
the following to say with respect to the 
manner in which he has gone about the 
work of getting the state’s property out 
of the entanglement that has come to it 
through years of misuse and neglect: 

“To His Excellency, W. J. Northen, Gov- 
ernor—Sir: Upon assuming sole perform- 
ance of the Guties of special attorney for 
the Western and tAlantic railroad I ar- 
ranged to make my headquarters for the 
summer in Atlanta’ in order that I might 
give to the business of the state that time 
and attention which its scope and import- 
ance demanded. I have accordingly since 
that time (June 12th), been actively and 
continuously engaged in the prosecution of 
the work, and beg to submit to your ex- 
cellency this report, showing the progress 
that has been made. Some time prior to the 
retirement of Hon. W. A. Little, I had, yP- 
der an executive order granted at his re- 
quest, been associated with him in the 
work, I therefore include in this report such 
matters as have not been heretofore re- 
ported by him. 

*‘In determining the method to be pursued 
I deemed it advisable to first enter upon 
and dispose of the field work. I was led 
to this conclusion, not only because it 
seemed the logical course, but also be- 
cause several of the railroad companies, 
with whom important matters of contro- 
versy exist, were undergoing reorganiza- 
tion and coming out from under receiver- 
ships. The advantage of dealing directly 
with the owners of these properties rather 
than with receivers, is manifest.- In this 
report, however, I treat of the matter with 
reference to subject, rather than in order 
of time.’’ 

Encroachmenis by Individuals. 

It is found in the field work of Mr. Wim- 
bish that manufactories have been built 
upon the property of the state in several 
towns along the Western and Atlantic, and 
suits have been filed to regain the property. 

In some instances compromises have been 
agreed upon, the holders paying a certain 
amount for the land they unrightfully oc- 
cupy. 

At Acworth serious difficulties arose in 
this regard. 

It was found that a new survey was nec- 
essary to see how the main track ef the 
road was formerly laid out. 

Here it is found that many individuals 
and corporations have built stores amd 
houses upon the state’s real estate. 

Speaking of the manner in which a set- 
tlement will be secured, Mr. Wimbish says: 

“On July 3d I accompanied the special en- 
gineer to Acworth for the punpose of con- 
ferring with the parties at interest and 
having a re-survey made. After a careful 
consideration of the evidence submitted, 
which included both written affidavits and 
the oral testimony of witnesses produced, 
i became satisfied that a change in the lo- 
@ation of the originai main track had oc- 
curred prior to 1857, probably in 1855. The 
evidence failed to disclose the exact loca- 
tion. of this original track, but seemed to 
fix it very pearly coincident with the pres- 
ent location of the north side track. It was, 
accordingly, agreed, subject’ to the approv- 
al of your excellency and the attorney ‘gen- 
eral, that a provisional settlement should 
be effected by accepting the present north 
side track as occupying the location of the 
original main track. While the line thus 
provisionally established is somewhat ar- 
bitrary, it is as nearly exact as the nature 
of the case will admit of, and seems to be 
a satisfactory solution of the difficulties pre- 
sented. The property is thereby relieved 
from the encroachments of the business 
houses heretofore shown, without entailing 
the slightest injury upon the state or the 
lessee company, since the state’s holding 
is not affected in either character or extent. 
All parties at. interest, including the own- 
ers of the Cowan-Moore Mill Company, the 
only persons injuriously affected, were pres- 
ent and consented to this arrangement. I 
thereupon caused a new survey to be made, 
based upon the line thus agreed on. The 
plat of this survey filed with me shows the 
number.of encroachments reduced to three, 
proper acknowledgements of which will be 
taken, should the provisional agreement 
above set out be ratified.”

The Atlanta and Florida. 


From The Cordele Sentinel. 

Several surveys have recently been made 
for the extension of the Atlanta and 
Florida railroad from Fort Valley to Bruns- 
wick. None of the lines surveyed touch 
Cordele. 

We hope that the management of the 
road do not contemplate missing Cordele 
in the event the extension is made. We 
do not think they could afford to do so. 
In reaching this point they would connect 
with three important lines and would get 
a large amount of through business. They 
would reach a city with 2,500 people, having 
within its limits numerous factories and. bus- 
iness houses and a section of country that 
is rapidly developing in its agricultural and 
horticultural imterests. 

In passing through Cordele they would 
get a chance at a large amount of business 
which they could not hope to secure in 
any other way. It is the most important 
town between Fort Valley and Bruns- 
wick. 

A line was surveyed between Fort Valley 
and Cordele several years ago and rights of 
way were secured for the entire distance. 
The charter and rigtits of way secured then 
could be got by the Atlanta and Florida 
on reasonable terms, and we are almost 
certain they could be got wiitthout a cent 
of ccest. 

In view of these facts, we are confident 
that if the road is ever extended it will 
come to Cordele.

First Presbyterian Charch. 

Dr. E. H. Barnett, on yesterday morn- 
ing preached an able sermon from John 
jiii?: “For.God sent not His Son into the 
world to condemn the world; but that the 
world through Him might be saved.’ In 
connection with the text and explantory of 
it the pastor read a part of the 15th chap- 
ter of Luke, 

Referring to the immediate subject he 
said these Were the words of our Savior 
in oonversation with Nicodemus. Jesus 
was telling hiin of the. wonders of the king- 
dom of God; that the plan of redemption 
requires aid from the Holy Ghost, and spoke 
of the means by which this is effected.
